Statement of Things Tliey Must or 
Must Not da nud the Assistance . 
.TVhich Must be tilreu 1 hem'; 

.With the establish me at- of eo ninny rural 
delivery routes iri. the country, -.arid 'with 
Ecyeral more in- prospect, there haa" been 
some dispute'regarding the duties, of the 
rural mail carriers and the privileges and 
assistance which must be given them". The 
following rules baa been given out and ex- 
plains tbe matter; 

Rural carriers are not required if/deliver 
mail to houses standing back from - the 
main road except in cases of registered 
mail, special delivery and pension letters, 
. The patrons are expected "to meet the de- 
partment, half way, by. 'affording the car- 
riers _every facility by the performance of 
.their du'tieB by' keeping' the roads open 
after heavy snowfalls, and by using their 
influence :wilh the proper nuthoritiek to 
maintain them to good repair at all seasons 
of the. year nnd under all Borta of weather 
conditions. " 

Rural carriers must not act as agents, 
BalesmenVor solicitors for express compan- 
ies, , wholesale houses,, corporations, .or 
firms, hut the law provides that- the car- 
riers shall not .be prohibited from doing 
an express-package business provided it 
does not interfere with the discharge of 
their" official duties. Section 214 of the 
Postal Laws arid < Regulations prohibit 
them from holding any county or munic- 
ipal office. They may/ act as agents- for 
newspaper publishers, Bell newspapere or 
periodlcles on their own account, or: accept 
and collect subscriptions for the same. 

Rural carriers are required to take with 
tbeni on their trips, for the accommodation 
of their, patrons, a supply of stamps, 
stamped envelopes, -postal carda and news-* 
paper, wrappers.. 

If a' carrier finds an unstamped letter in 
a bos -'and the requisite amount of money 
also deposited, he is to affix the necessary 
etatrip,. patrons depositing' riioney in boxes 
should-. wrap it ■ securely- in paper. ', Tbe 
Carrier is empowered to^register letters'-,-' or. 
packages and to deliver the same, giving 
and, taking the proper receipts on forms 
j provided, He is alao. authorized to accept 
mpneyformpney orders, 'givirigj: receipts 
'therefore, : arid) it. patrotia of theidelivery 
desire, to* make* him their, agent 'forjbia 
;tjntiplfft?lie : ™BrJhclose!theV ordereT!-' wh'tn .

Each rural mail ,carrier,'-iri 'the! Dnited 
States ; will be requlretl, ^o. take ..a careful 
census of his route audomte the names; in 
a book euppiied for that' purpose/. Slips 
are 'prepared for the carriers and these will 
be left with the' families .to :be filled' out, 
each alip to contain- the names of .nil par- 
ties, even to the servants,. In this manrie'r 
names of every person along -the route will

Tlies policemen were able 
to preserve n fair degree of order, al- 
though the mobs which had nstiaulted .tho 
non-union trainmen nnd demolished tho 
cars of the company on, tho previous day 
were out again In force along tho streets 
over which the cars wcro operated. Tho 
disposition of the police was such, how-, 
ever, a» to prevent the demonstrations of' 
tho mobs from; becoming serious. 
V While tho operation of tho Wentworth 
avemie cars was a victory for the com- 
pnuy,' the street railway oftlcials found 
themselves confronted with new difficul- 
ties during tlio day. Firemen employed' 
In Its power houses broke their agree- 
ments sud quit work nnd engineers and 
other employes announced their Intention 
of doing IlkcwisQ if non-union men wore 
put in the firemen's places. 

The Btrlke of the firemen resulted In 
the stopping of the cables ua the Cottage 
Grove aveuuo and State street lines. 
These cables hare been, kept running all 
the time since tho beginning of the 
strike to prevent their being cut by 
strike sympathizers. 

General Mn linger McCnllocli wns not 
dismayed by the nctton of tho firemen In 
breaking their agreement, lie mm 011 ne- 
ed thnt this new strike would not change 
his plans, "Tho police have tho man- 
agement of out. lines," ho said. "They 
have chosen to run tho cars on tlio Went- 
worth avenue line alone.' We havo the 
men to run cars on tho other tines and 
will do bo if the police can agree to pro- 
tect them." 

Preparations were made to take caro 
ot a large force of non-union employes. 
Oots aud beds were placed iu tho various 
power houses nnd car bnrns and nnuAnge- 
ments mode for feeding non-union mon 
in theso strongholds. Tho work of hir- 
ing men to tnke the place of the strikers 
progressed rapidly. A vanguard of ten 
non-union men from other cities reached 
Chicago ' during - the dny. They were 
housed In the car barns. Other prepar- 
ations for running a largo number of 
trains and breaking tho 'strike were 
made. 



Colombia Sends Illtr Army to Fight

Colombia has decided to make war on 
the seceding State of Faimnm, which re- 
cently ilcclnrcd its independence and or- 
ganized Itftelf Info the republic of Fan- 
iimn, ninl Colombian troops nre now 
marching acrasn country from Uogotit to 
crush the new government. 

Gen. Flnza, president ot Ecuador, ca- 
bled to. President Mnrrouulu of Colom- 
bia sympathizing .with him In the recent 
events on the isthmus of'Fnunma,' Pres- 
ident Marrorjulii replied -by thanking 
Gen, Flnza nnd nddlngthat Gens. Reyes, 
Cnballeros, Oeplna and llolgulu nre 
marching on Panama with a large army 
to subdue the Isthminns. ! 

The Colombian minister to Peru tins 
published cablegrams received ' from Ids 
government which say that, tha Colom- 
bian government 'has tnkon measures to 
suppress "tho isthmian traitors" and thnt 
nil parties and all classes have offered 
the government their lives aud properties 
in defense of the national territory- 

"Colombia never will recognize Paua- 
ma as mi Independent State,", said Jorg 
Hoglln, acting president "This govern- 
ment will exhaust its Inst drop of blood 
nnd last cent in putting down the re- 
bellion." 

Gen. Reyes left for the coast with a 
well-equipped army. Ho announced he 
had left behind a force of 100,000 men 
ready fop service. - 

According to a, Washington dispatch 
nrrnngements havo been made to enable 
the War Department "to send American 
troops to 'the" Isthmus of Panama to 
start tliem for Bogota, if 'necessary, on 
twenty-four" hours' notice. .'Every army 
transport In American waters Is being 
got ready for Immediate seai service. 
Moreover, department commanders have 
been requested to havo ready for In- 
stant embarkation, upon the receipt of 
orders from Washington, two full regi- 
ments of infantry.
